Institxite Building, University of Chicago, Chicago, Illinois, %dio is also a 
member of the General Advisory Cccmittee to the Atcmic Energy Commission, 
and a member of the Coccaittce of Senior Responsible Reviewers of the Atonic 
^Energy Cocmission, advised on May 6, 1952 that he had known 
^PPENHEL-ER since 1930 when he. Doctor LIBBY, was a student at the University 
of California at Berkeley, California, Doctor LIBBY stated that he had taken 
a course In the Physics Department of the University of California under 
Doctor OPFENHEIMSR, Doctor LIBBY Informed that his contact with Doctor 
OPPENHEIKER over the past twenty-two years has been infrequent • He stated 
that diiring the early and middle 1930*8, while at Berkeley, California, he 
had occasional social contact with the subject. Doctor UBBT advised that 
since the end of World War II, he has been in contact with OPPENHEIMES co 
occasions and that during the past year to year and one-half has had 
considerable contact with the subject due to the fact that both he and 
OPPENHEIMER are members of the General Advisory Committee to the Atqpic 
Energy Commission. Doctor UBBI stated he had met OPPENHEDCT’s wife can 
two occasions, both contacts being during the past two years. 

r in regard to %diether or not Doctor OPPENHCIKER had opposed the developnent 
of the H-bcmb, Doctor UBBY informed that it was his belief that OPPENHEDER 
had opposed development of(the H-bomb. He stated, Iwwever,' that the General 
'Advisory Cjianii^xee had advlbed the Atomic Energy Commission not to work on 
the H-bomb, and that he believed this recommendation on the part of the 
General Advisory Ccraaittee was a matter of public record as a result of 
testimony before the Joint Congressional Cominittee on Atomic Energy Jfettera, 
headed by Senator KC HAHON. Doctor LIBBY said that he believes but is not 
certain that possibly OPPENKEIMER had gone to President TRUMAN and expressed, 
his views opposing the developaent of the H-bcob. Doctor LIBBY Infomed 
that he was not a member of the General Advisory Conriittee at the time 
consideration was being given to the development of the H-bcrab and that the 
above was largely "scuttlebutt** on his part. He infonaed that the Joint 
Congressional Ccraraittee <m Atomic Siergy Matters should be in p>osse5sion of 
' testimony by Doctor OPfENHEIMER which would reflect the subject's views In 
this regard. He added that he believed that since the General Advisory 
Ccmaittee had recocioended to the Atomic Energy Cccrdssion that the H-bomb 
not be developed, that it was a reasonable assumption that Doctor OPP0IHEIKE31 
opp>osed the development of the H-bomb since he was the chairman of the 
General Advisory Cemndttee, Doctor UBBY remarked "his consistent course 
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or behavior has Indicated t>hat he does not Teel he was originally wrong In 
opposing developnent of the H-bcmb," 

Doctor LIB BY related that be had on several occasions been In disagrement 
^th OPPENHSIKSR on poHcy matters concerning the Atomic Energy program. 

UBBY explained that OPPiJ*IHEIMER had a tendency to take things slowly 
while he, LIBBY, favored a more energetic and rapid build-up of the Atomic 
Energy program, LIBBY further explained that while he personally favored * 
an all-out development of the Atomic Energy program, OPPEI^liEIMER generally 
favored the conservative approach. . Doctor LIBBY stated, however, in this 
regard that OPPENKEIMER was usually supported in his views by Doctor JAMES 
B. COHAHT, President, Harvard University, (^bridge, Massachusetts, end 
Doctor liE A, DU BRIDGE, President, Califoi^a Institute of Technology, 
Pasadena, California, Doctor LIBBY added that he SCT^times had the feeling 
that perhaps CONANT and DU BRIDGE were taken in or persuaded In their 
viws by OPPENKEIKER, He stated that this might not be true as both nen ' 
were capable of making decisions Cto their own. He advised that he was 
unable to be more specific in this regard. 

Doctor LIBBY stated that he knew of no case where Doctor OPPENHEINER tried 
to persuade scientists not to work on the H-bomb, but stated that he was ^ 
in no position to know if such had or had not occurred. In this regard, 
Doctor LIBBY stated that the Director of the Los Alamos Scientific Laboratory, 
Los Alamos, New Mexico, or the head of the Physics Divisiem at Los Alamos 
might know if 0PP3NHEIMER had ever tried to persuade scientists not to work 
on the H-bcmb, Doctor LIBBY also mentioned that FREDERICK HE HOFFMAN, a 
scientist at Los Alamos vdio was Tomerly secretary of the Camoittee of 
Senior Resp^sible Reviewers, might have information in this regard as he 
was usually well informed on the scientists working at Los Alamos. Doctor 
LIBBY suggested that Admiral LEWIS STRAUSS, 30 Rockefeller Plaza, New York, 

New York, be interviewed. Doctor UBBY stated that Adniral STRAUSS was an 
ex-Atomic Energy Cemmissioner who was acqurJLnted with OPFENHEIMSR and who 
was familiar with Atomic Energy Commission affairs. Doctor LIBBY was asked 
to state specific examples as to where OPFENHEIMER may have impeded progress 
of work on the H-bomb, He stated that the best example was the fact th£d 
OPPENHEDIER had ‘'knocked the program at it*s birth." LIBBY pointed out in 
this regard that OPPEimiMER»s position was largely of an advisory capacity 
and that while he had a strong influence, he was not In an administrative 
position lAere he could deUberately cause delay in the H-bomb progrsus.

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In regard to the loyalty of Doctor OPPENHEINER to the United States Gorenw 
ment. Doctor LIBBY stated that OPPENHEIMER probably knows more about this 
vital type of infomaticii than anyone else because of his long experience 
and access to conf identic information, and that for this reason he should 
be checked vdth extreme care. Doctor LIBBT added, however, that he believed 
anyone working in a key posit ! cti Atcwic Einergy matters should be checked 
with extreme care. Doctor LIBBY stated that he did not desire to make a 
positive statement as to OPPENHEE‘IEiR*s loyalty^ and he poljiked out In this 
connection he has been acquainted with EMIL y l lUS KIAUS/^CHSy who was 
convi^ed of espior^^e in Engla^id, and , BRUNOj^NTECORVQ ^ an atomic scientist 
who disappeared in 1950, He stated that based on his association with ' 

FUCHS and PONTECORVO he had no reason to suspect them of being in any way 
disloyal and that for this reason he was he sit ant ^to la^e ,a positive state.* 
ment regarding anyone *s loyalty. 

Doctor LIB3Y advised that OPPISNHEIKER's term as a member of the — ' — 

Advisory Committee, to the Atomic Energy Commission was due to expire 1* a f 
few weeks and that he personally believed that it would be extremely wise 
not to reappoint him, Docter L1B3Y stated that the reason for his t>elief 
in this regard was not based or* security reasons but was based cm Ids belief 
that CH^PENHEIMSi lacked the necessary enthusiasm for the program.
